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CLAIMS 



1. A descriptive-profile mercantile method, for use at a jmicture in a 
data-communications topology kaving associated therewith a maintained 
databank of partial profiles, the diethod including the steps of: 

a) fi-om a user, receiving a/ transaction having therein a first partial 
profile; 

b) using the first partial profile, searching a databank having a pluraUty 
of second partial profiles, ^herein is included in said databank at least 
one nuU profile so tiiat siid searching will always yield at least one 
proximate second partial profile to the first partial profile; 

c) between the user and thef databank, contracting: 

i) for the databank to own or represent a right to a first mutually 
agreed portion of the first partial profile, and substantially thereafter 
said databank incorporating the agreed portion of the first profile 
into at least one secord partial profile; or 

ii) for the user to own or represent a right to a second mutiiaUy 
agreed portion of at least one said proximate second partial profile, 
and substantiaUy thersafter tiie databank transmitting to the user the 
second mutually agreed portion of the second profile.

first profile into at least one second partial profile. 

11 . A computer program product mclu ling a conq)ut(er usable medium having 
computer readable program code embodied therein for facilitating 
descriptive profile mercantile acti^ties, the computer readable program 
code including: 

a) first computer readable program code for causing a computer to 
receive a transaction from a user, the transaction having therein a first 
partial profile; | 

b) tied to the first compxrter readable program code, second computer 
readable program code for causing the computer to use the first partial 
profile to search a databank having a plurahty of second partial profiles, 
wherein is included in said databank at least one null profile so that said 
searching will always yield at least one proxiiuate second partial profile 
to the first partial profile; and 

c) tied to the second computer readable program code, third computer 



readable program code for 
the user and the databank:

12. A program storage device readable by machme, tangibly embodying a 
program of instructions executable by the machin^ to perform method steps 
for a descriptive-profile mercantile method, fdr use at a juncture in a 
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data-communications topology having associated dieFewith, a maintained 
databank of partial profiles^, said iaeliiod steps including: 

a) from a user, receiving a having therein a first partial 
profile; 

b) using the first partial profile, searching a databank having a plurality 
of second partial profiles, whsrein is iacluded in said databank at least 
one null profile so lhat said searching will always yield at least one 
proximate second partial prof le to the first partial profile; 

c) between the user and Ihe databank, contracting: 

i) for the databank to o wn or represent a rigjit to a first mutually 
agreed portion of the firsi partial profile, and substantially thereafter 
said databank incorpora ting the agteed portion of the first profile 
into at least one second pstrtial profile; or 

ii) for the user to own or represent a ri^t to a second mutually 
agreed portion of at leastlone said proximate second partial profile, 
and substantially thereafter the databank transmitting to the user the 
second mutually agreed portion of the second profile. 

13. A computer system for fa^cilitating a descriptive-profile mercantile 
method, the system including: 

a) a computer installed at a juncmre ia a data-communications topology; 

b) associated with said compWer, a storage device for keeping a 
maintained databank of partial p|:ofiles; and 

c) associated with the internal functionality coni^onents of the computer, 
appurtenances for performing method steps including: 

i) from a user, receiving a transaction having therein a first partial 
profile; 

ii) using the first partial profile, searching a databank having a 
plurality of second partial jffofiles, wherein is included in said 
databank at least one null pro^e so that said searching will always 
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yield at least one proxiniate second partial pro:61e to the first partial 
profile; I 
in) between the user and liie databaDk, contracting: 

(1) fer Ihe databank to own or repiresent a right to a first 
mutually agreed po tion of the first partial profile, and 
substantially thereafter said databank incorporating the 
agreed portion of th(; first profile into at least one second 
partial profile; or 

(2) for the user to owr. or represent a right to a second 
mutually agreed poyion of at least one said proximate 
second partial profile, and substantially thereafter the 
databank transmitting to the user the second mutually 
agreed portion of the second profile. 
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
